Old Steep Hollow church, nest!.ne 
iri u j?rove of stately trees that have 
sheltered many generation; of the cit­ 
izens of that prosperous community 
as they grew from 
childhood 
into 
manhood and womanhood, ami which 
has been the stone during all these 
years of many 
inspiring 
occasions 
when good will and fellowship reign­ 
ed supreme, on 
Sunday, 
November 
20th. 1921, reached tho climax of 
such occasions when a double Golden 
Wedding was celebrated with beauti­ 
ful and impressive ceremonies, anil 
there was a joyous reunion of the old 
friends of a still oilier community. 
People were present on that day 
from all parts of Brazos county and 
from Grimes, Madison, Robertson and 
perhaps other counties, making it a 
most joyous occasion for all. 
And In 
all that was said and done, a finer 
christian spirit was never given ex­ 
pression to at any time or by any 
people. 
It was the universal verdict 
of all present that it was among the 
lip p ie st days of their lives and that 
old Steep Hollow had done herself 
proud. 
The Steep Hollow community was 
established soon after the close of the 
Civil War, the earliest settlers coming 
in the first few years following that 
hitter struggle, seeking a new loca­ 
tion in which to gather up the tangled 
threads of life ami begin all over 
again. 
Among the first settlers of 
the community were the Danshys, the 
Colliers, the Fosters, the Owens, the 
Cooks, the Adams, the Bullocks, the 
Simmons and the Buchanans. 
A few 
years later came the* Martins, the 
Hensarlings, the Peters, the Willis, 
the Vandivers, the Kisingers, the Hot- 
ligans, the Hulls, the Andrews and 
others. The heads of all these pioneer 
homesteads have long ago passed to 
the glory land, except Uncle Abe 
Hensarling, Uncle Ike Holligan, Mr. 
and Mrs. J. J. Vandiver and Mrs. Wil­ 
liam Andrews. 
Many of their de­ 
scendants still live in the community 
while others of them are scattered 
over the face of all the earth. 
The Steep Hollow community has 
always been regarded as one of the 
leading communities of the county, 
taking an active interest in religion, 
education and all other things that 
contribute to the 
na* n era I 
welfare. 
The Steep Hollow Baptist church was 
organized in 1870 or 1871, and the 
assemblage that tam e together for 
that organization was composed of as 
sturdy band of God fearing men ana 
women as ever met on the fat* of the 
earth. 
The late I). S. Loyd of Reli­ 
ance was present on that occasion and 
acted as clerk, while the name for the 
church—Saints’ Rest—was proposed 
by the late J. M. Willis 
and 
was 
adopted by a unanimous vote. 
Not a 
single charter member of the church 
is now living. 
All of them are rn 
glory. 
Surely no more fitting scene, 
by tradition and history, could have 
been found as a setting for the exer­ 
cises of last Sunday than Steep Hol­ 
low.

In other words, hen* 
must be well bred before they will be 
most profitable even though they are 
well cared for.

ing .340 pullets of medium quality but 
not from the highest breed stock; IT
